BUILDING ACTIVITY 

IN THE NORTHWEST 


Five trustees are to be elected at 
the city election this year. The date 
is the second Monday in April, falling 
on the 10th. 

This is the first time since the city 
was first incorporated that the entire 
board of trustees retired at one time. 
Trustees Mitchell, Webster and Alley 
have served out the term for which 
they were elected. Trustees Kari- 
cofe and Richards were appointed to 
fill vacancies created by resignations. 

In such cases the places must be 
filled at the next succeeding election. 

Will Accept 

It is understood that all five mem¬ 
bers of the board have agreed to 
stand for re-election. The only other 
candidate who has appeared so far 
is Earl Topping whose nominating 
petition has already been filed with 
City Clerk Dietz. Next Tuesday will 
be the last day for filing nominating 
papers. If there are other ambitious 
candidates they will have to get busy. 

City Clerk Dietz and City Treasurer 
C. J. Pegler hold over two more years. 
They were elected two years ago and 
under the law as it now stands those 
officers enjoy a four year term. 

School Trustee Wanted 

Who will allow his or her name to 
be presented to the voters of Sierra 
Madre School District as a candidate 
for school trustee ? That is the ques¬ 
tion which is puzzling a good many 

people. , 

Mrs. H. C. Parker, whose term ex¬ 
pires this year, positively refuses to 
allow her name to be used; to the 
great regret of her many friends who 
feel that she has made a splendid 
record. Mrs. J. N. Hawks, clerk of 
the board, and Mr. George S. Ander¬ 
son, the other member, have been 
trying to find some one capable und 
willing to share the responsibility. 

If the voters authorize the bond is¬ 
sue for the proposed additions to the 
school building, the board will have 
the responsibility of carrying out 
those plans. For that reason it-was 
hoped that some man with building 
experience, or at least with sound 
business ability, might be secured. 

The universal plea of those ap¬ 
proached, according to Mrs. Hawks, 
is thut they are too busy. Some fear 
the “rewards” of the thankless job, 
thinking they can expect nothing but 
criticism and complaint. 

It is to be hoped the opportunity for 
large public service will appeal to 
some one who will be able to measure 
up to the job.

At the request of several local resi¬ 
dents, Mr. Harkness is devoting a 
limited period of each week to piano 
tuition.

MADAME INWOOD 

GOES TO BERMUDA 


Madame Nellie Inwood left last 
week for New York, whence she will 
sail for Bermuda. She has accepted 
charge of the school of music in the 
. Bermuda high school. She will 

teach singing, piano and theory, con¬ 
ducting the work on the Royal Acad- 
I emy of Music system. The Rev. Nor¬ 
man Inwood hopes to follow about 
Eastertide. They will rent their 
pretty bungalow on East Grand View 
until their return to Sierra Madre in 
1923. Madame In wood's contract is 
for eighteen months and they con¬ 
sider Sierra Madre as their home. 


Sierra Madre is to have an accred¬ 
ited branch of the famous Sherwood 
Music School of Chicago. It is to lie 
under the direction of Mrs. Cecil M. 
Deist at her residence, 129 West Mon- 
tecito Avenue. 

The Sherwood Music School of Chi¬ 
cago was founded twenty-seven years 
ago by William H. Sherwood, “Amer¬ 
ica’s Greatest Pianist,” and is said to 
have graduated more successful con¬ 
cert pianists and teachers than any 
other music school in America. Sev¬ 
eral years ago this famous school es¬ 
tablished an Extension Department to 
“extend” the opportunity for metro¬ 
politan conservatory training to music 
students who find it inconvenient to 
leave home to obtain it. 

After considerable investigation the 
school selected Mrs. Deist as head of 
this branch, on account of her very 
'thorough musical training. She stud, 
ied at South Western College Conser¬ 
vatory in Winfield, Kunsas and two 
years under Harmon H. Watt and 
Elenor F. Godfrey at Chicago Piano 
College, and holds the degree of 
Bachelor of Music. 

Mrs. Deist taught public school 
music for one year at Oxford, Kansas 
and returned to South Western Col¬ 
lege at Winfield, Kansas, and taught 
for four years—was head of the Pi¬ 
ano Department the last two years 
there. She also had private classes 
at Belle Plaine and Oxford, Kansas 
and has graced many musicals as 
concert pianist. 

The regular conservatory course 
has been put into printed form, which, 
when studied under the Affiliated 
Teachers in the various branches of 
the Extension Department, leads to 
the Teacher’s Certificates and Diplo¬ 
ma. This plan standardizes music 
teaching, and solves the problem of 
how to give high school credits to 
Music pupils.

Spanish who were its first ex¬ 
plorers. lie Vaca visiting tliis 
region in 1536 and Coronado 
four years later. The natives 
were the Pueblo Indians, al¬ 
though they are somtimes errone¬ 
ously reputed to have been Az¬ 
tecs as they were well advanced 
in the arts and had a compara¬ 
tively high civilization. These 
Indians were conquered in 1598 
by Juan de Onate and became 
subject to Spanish rule, being 
forced to work the mines and 
pay tribute. Missions were estab¬ 
lished and Santa Fe was founded 
about 1605. 

Except for a period of tea 
years when the Indians revolted 
and maintained their indepen¬ 
dence, New Mexico remained un¬ 
der Spanish control until in 1821 
Mexico gained its independence 
from Spain and New Mexico 
became a province of Mexico. 
Thus it remained until the out¬ 
break of the Mexican war, when 
in 1846 Colonel Kearny marched 
from Fort Leavenworth witli his 
troops, occupied Santa Fe and 
declared this region a part of the 
United States. By the Treaty 
with Mexico in 1848, the upper 
pan of the state was formally 
ceded to tlie United States and 
the Territory of Mexico was or¬ 
ganized in 1851, which readied 
from Texas to California. 

Arizona was set off from New 
Mexico in 1862 and a feu years 
later a portion was contributed 
to Colorado. Application for ad¬ 
mission as a state started In 
1850, but it was not until 1910 
that New Mexico became tin 
forty-seventh state. 

New Mexico ranks fourth in 
size among the states with an 
area of 122.634 square miles, but 
i> spur.-vlj populated and accord¬ 
ingly has only three electoral 
votes for President.

HARDING’S IDEAL NEWSPAPER 

The ideal newspaper, as seen by President Harding, a 
newspaper man himself, is the latest contribution to the 
literature of the profession. 

The Seattle Press Club publishes an annual paper called 
the Camera. For the latest number, the President con¬ 
tributed the following very interesting piece: 

“If I were going to prescribe a method of giving a par¬ 
ticular town an ideal newspaper, I would begin by providing 
the kind of town that would know how to co-operate with 
the makers of that kind of a newspaper. I v ould not have, 
for instance, a community of people who preteuded they did 
not like newspaper publicity when they really did like it. I 
would populate this town with people who would ‘know how¬ 
to talk to newspaper men.’ All you newspaper men will 
know exactly what I mean. 

“I would have the people of this model town understand 
that it is not only possible but usually desirable to have 
many confidences with the new-spaper men and the assur¬ 
ance that the right kind of newspaper men—and this model 
newspaper would employ only that kind—would always pro¬ 
tect confidences. 

"I would have the town recognize fully how useful the 
newspaper was capable of being to it, and I would have the 
newspaper inspired by a purpose of giving the fullest mea¬ 
sure of service to its commuity. 

“I would have an editorial staff courageous enough to dif¬ 
fer from the moment’s trend of public opinion, or w r hat was 
made to seem public opinion at the moment; and wise 
enough to maintain its best judgment to the utmost extent 
possible in the interest of the community, but without pre¬ 
cipitating schism and factionalism.”
